The Conference felt that because of the necessity for thorougl* 
and complete analysis of all SI cases on at least an annual basis, 
because of our dissemination responsibilities ana necessixy for having 
these cases in as current a status as practicable should an emergency 
occur, the above requirements are sound ana that no change should be 
made therein. 

The Conference discussed the possibility of using a. form- type 
report in those instances in which the report consists of only

Adding the precincts of residence and employment to SI cards has 
limited appUcation. Current instructions require the Geographical Section of the SI 
to be maintained by each office broken down by residence address as needed by each 
office. For example, it is broken down by state, county, and city ana it the physical 
make-up of the city warrant, into boroughs, suburbs, or precincts. Since the needs 
of each office vary greatly, it should not be mandatory to show precincts on bl caras.
